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Rec Department | 
Opens Annual 
Summer Program 


Summer-long activities and pro- 
grams are being planned by Al- 
bany’s Recreation Department 
for the grammar school set, teen- 
agers, adults and senior citizens. 

Day camps for 6 to 12 year olds 
are scheduled at both Memorial 
Park and Terrace Park, At Me- 
morial Park, there will be one 
session which starts on June 25 
and ends on August 18. Every 
morning Monday through Friday, 
roll call will be at 10 a.m.,, fol- 
lowed by calisthentics and organ- 
ized games until lunch time. Af- 
ter lunch, the youngsters will 
have a choice of classe in pot- 
tery, leather crafts and horticul- 
ture every day, bowling one day 
each week and swimming every 
other week. 

Supervised excursions to Muir 
Woods, the weather bureau and 
to Moss Beach at low tide for sea 
animal study will be offered for 
a fee. 

There will be three two-week 
day camp sessions at Terrace 
Park. Campers will have a chance 
to work with pyrolacing, mosaic, 
paper mache and leather, and 
they will be taking part in Pio- 
neer Day, the bike rodeo and oth- 
er special event days. 

Trips to Treasure Island, the 
planetarium and Fairyland have 
also been planned by the Terrace 
Park recreation staff. 

Albany’s Recreation Center in 
University Village also will have 
summer programs for everyone 
including the drop-in dances spon- 
sored by the Alteen Club. Classes 
in wrestling and tumbling will be 
offered twice a week at the “Rec” 
for teen-age boys. Every week 
the whole family will be able to 
participate in a cookout planned 
by the staff of the recreation de- 
partment. 

A 12-week course in square 
dancing will be offered at the 
Recreation Center on Thursday 
evenings for a ,small charge. 
Charlie and Mary Koutz will be 
the instructors. 

Volleyball, ping-pong and bad- 
minton tournaments for adults 
have alsq been planned at the 
center in the evening. 

An arts and crafts program, in- 
cluding pottery, model boat build- 
ing and woodwork will be includ- 
ed in the Recreation Depart- 
ment’s summer program. 

Terrace Park will also have 
adult nights and programs spe- 
cifically 
interests. 

A baseball school for young- 
sters 12 years old and under will 
be held at the center three days 
a week for two hours each day. 
According to Bud Rooney, Al- 
bany’s recreation director, the 
program will include a general 
program of physical fitness and 
workouts, while learning the 
rudimentary principles of the 
game.
